We're the ones in the pictures. 
When TV and newspapers cover Pride 
celebrations, many of the images — at 
least the most memorable ones — will 
be of drag queens and leatherfolk. 


Is not surprising. Both groups offer 

the news media what their readers and viewers want to 
see: colour, drama, sex, a hint of menace, and a distinct 
difference from what you see on the street everyday. 


The pictures always seem to upset some members of the 
community. "How can we be accepted with people like 
them around?" they ask. "What if people think we're all like 
them?" "They give people the wrong impression." The 
complaints are always different, but they all seem to boil 
down to the same idea: What Will The Straight People 
Think? 


| have news for you. It doesn’t matter What The Straight 
People Will Think. The people who hate us, hate us. They 
hate us for who we love and how we express that love — 
not what we take off (or put on) when we do it. On the 
other hand, those who feel that it’s none of their business 
what we do or who we're doing it with — well, they also 
don’t care what we happen to be wearing at the time. 


Worrying about What The Straight People Will Think 
misses the point of Pride celebrations completely. Pride Day 
is about celebrating who and what we are. It’s not about 
showing straight people that we should be accepted

We're not "just like them". Hell, we're 
not even just like us. The GLBT 
community consists of an incredible 
variety of people who have one thing, 
and only one, in common: we're not 
straight. In everything else, we're as 
different from one another as any group of people chosen 
at random off the street. Despite that, we've been able to 
work and to celebrate together. That’s taught us a valuable 
lesson: is to be cherised. 

If we're going to earn lasting acceptance from the straight 
community, it won't be through assimilation. It will be 
because we've passed on the lesson we've learned by 
working together — that different is good. 


Including drag queens and leatherfolk in Pride celebrations 
sends an important message. It says that there’s room for 
everyone in our community. It says that sexuality is 
something to be embraced and celebrated, not hidden away. 
And it says that what people think about us matters much 
less than what we think about us. 


So when you get dressed for this year’s Pride festivities, 
wear leather. Wear a feather boa and high heels. Wear both 
if you want to. Just remember, it’s our party, and we'll dress 
like we want to.

in [989, i pride celebration became a week of activities: 
dances, exhibits, films, sports events, and receptions. These 
activities were generally organized under the auspices of 
GO. 300 people attended the first parade and picnic, and 
the mayor of the City of Ottawa, Jim Durrell, proclaimed 
Equality Day. 

In the 90's, the organizing committee of Pride Week sepa- 
rated from ALGBO. Representatives of other community 
groups took part in greater numbers in the planning of the 
week's activities. The committee continued without any 
official structure for several years. In 1995, the grotip 
decided to adopt a structure. The executive was elected at 
a general meeting in February 1996. In the context of this 
restructuring, the committee wrote out a bylaw and formed 
a corporation in May 1997. 


In July 1996, the Committee expanded the scale/range of 
Pride activities by sponsoring a community dance with 
1,500 people. The Parade and Picnic had between 5,000 and 
7,500 members of the lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgender 
community. At the same time the Committee marketed to 
community groups and media of other cities in order to 
attract visitors to our celebrations. 


In 1997, the Committee continued to build on the solid

They attracted greater 
numbers of women to the ranks of the Operations 
Committee and the Executive Committee. They added 
activities such as shows at the National Arts Centre and 
KidsCan at the Picnic site. The Committee requested 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual and Transgender Pride Week be 
proclaimed by the Chair of the Regional Municipality of 
Ottawa-Carleton and by the City of Ottawa. The two 
administrations flew the rainbow flag. An important 
fundraising campaign allowed the Committee to buy a 30’ 
by 60’ rainbow flag for events locally and outside the region. 
The flag is also loaned to community groups. 


In 1998, invited by the Committee, the Prime Minister of 
Canada supported the celebration with a letter in which he 
congratulated all the Pride organizations across the 
country of the hard work they have done, 


In 1999 the television celebrities, the Teletubbies, joined 
their queer peer, Tinky Winky, and helped draw people to 


the Pride Parade. Lorraine Segato and Night Fever 


Orchestra saw an audience of over 20,000. Joining with 
Foundation for Equal Families, Pride Ottawa-Hull marched 
onto Parliament Hill with 15,000 people, displaying our 
Proud Heritage and Powerful Future and our commitment 
for true equality.

Human rights 


JARMILA DOKLADALOVA

Over the past thirty years, the call for equal rights for our 
community has been transformed from a marginalized 
protest movement to a broad-based campaign calling for 
social change that has been adopted by human rights 
organizations throughout the world. Amnesty 
International, which advocates on behalf of those 
imprisoned for peacefully expressing their views, now takes 
up campaigns on behalf of those held in prison for 
revealing their sexuaity. 


This year, Interpride, The International Association of 
Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual, Transgendered Pride Coordinators, 
estimates that twelve to fifteen million people will come 
together not only to celebrate pride, but also to call for an 
end to discrimination against the Igbt communities. Cities 
where Pride events are taking place include Auckland, 
Calcutta, New York City, Melbourne, Mexico City, Sao 
Paulo, and Tel-Aviv. Word Pride 2000, being held in Rome, 
has defined our goals as: equal Rights for all, the end of 
discrimination, and the celebration of difference. 


Here in Canada, the Igbt rights movement has made steady 
gains. In 1996, sexual orientation was added to the Charter 
of Rights and Freedoms as a status protected from 
discrimination. Starting in 1994, Citizenship and 
Immigration Canada began accepting applicants for refugee 
status from individuals who stated they were seeking 
asylum as a result of persecution for expressing their 
sexuality. Most recently, Bill C-23 aims to amend federal 
legislation so that same sex couples can access the benefits 
that are now available for other common-law couples. 


As the call for human rights for the Igbt community grows 


see that the task one us is daunting. Therefore, as we 
come together this year, it is important not only to 
celebrate, but to get involved in advocating for our rights.
